R. Radclyffe Dugmore’s magnificent work is dedicated to his wife, ‘‘ Who shared the anxieties 
of the journey and enjoyed none of its pleasures.’’ We can very well believe this statement. 
The photographing, for instance, of a rhinoceros charging—such as that opposite page 8—no 
doubt is pleasant enough to look back upon, but at the time it must be a nerve-shaking ex- 
perience, while to anybody watching it must be simply horrid. Never have we seen such 

wonderful photographs of wild beasts as are in this book (there are also some very beautiful pictures 

of the scenery of British East Africa), and their very numbers go to show that the author must be 
possessed of considerably more than the average nerve. Mr. Radclyffe Dugmore is surely the beau-ideal 
of the naturalist-photographer ; he has a great love and knowledge of wild animals and a great horror of 
killing them unnecessarily. Accordingly this is not the average description of sport in Africa, for Mr. 
Dugmore’s pages are not charged with blood. Instead they are pleasant, cheerful, and healthy reading. 
But though the text of the book is good, the author will doubtless forgive us for saying that it is not a 


patch on the illustrations. The text might be duplicated to a certain extent, but it will be long before such 
fine animal photographs are again taken.

The general reader may possibly imagine that this 
book contains nothing to interest him. In this he will be 
greatly mistaken, for Mr. Weigall’s work is just as good 
reading for those who know nothing whatever about 
Egypt as for those who are experts in the subject. So 
clearly and untechnically does the author write, that he 
1s easily to be understanded of everybody. In fact, this 
book is really the extraordinarily interesting biography 
of the “first individual in human history.’’ The most 
remarkable thing about Akhnaton was undoubtedly the 
religion that he founded—practically the only religion of 
the ancient world which can in any way compare with 
Christianity. After the death of its promoter, the forces 
of the old religion soon ousted it from its official position

and it fell into disuse. Akhnaton seems to have been a 
remarkably ‘civilised’? man; for instance, he had a 
conscientious objection to war, and preferred to lose 
large portions of his empire rather than plunge into a 
bloody struggle. Such moral courage is, to say the least, 
extraordinary, and the fact that this happened somewhere 
about 1350 B.c. must also be taken into account. The 
book has very numerous and very interesting illustrations, 
and should appeal to a large public.

Mr. Humphries has found an almost untravelled 
country for his untiring research and the exer- 
cise of his knowledge and scholarship. Never 
again will any reader of this book look with 
the same eyes upon a piece of carpet in a picture, 
in a museum, in a church, on a vase, or even in 
a shop ; for he will have formed quite another 
opinion of carpets. He will see them with 
clearer eyes, and from another point of view. 
From the carpet in allegory, where Jason’s 
quest of the Golden Fleece suggests a com- 
mercial venture, and the early recognition of 
the best, most perfect wool for fine art work, 
to an interesting, if unverified, romance of 
the ‘‘ Taj Carpet,” the author has brought his 
chronicle of carpets and carpet-making down 
through the centuries. The chapter on Contem- 
porary Arts alone contains a wealth of de- 
scription and allusion, criticism, appreciation, 
and knowledge sufficient to form an admirable 
book. The stately volume is, indeed, no putting 
together of known facts, to accompany pictures, 
but a learned work treated in a judicious and 
intensely interesting style. The practical side

IN THE HEEL OF ITALY.

Mr. Andrew Melrose will in a few days pub- 
lish this interesting book by Mr. Briggs. Mr. 
Briggs is doubtless justified in his contention 
that perhaps the least-known portion of Italy 
is the ‘‘ heel ’—that is to say, the part of 
Apulia lying south of Brindisi. The area 
he deals with practically coincides with 
the province of Lecce—the Iapygian pro- 
montory of the ancients with its town of 
Leuca. The district is all “‘ classic ground.” 
Hydruntum (Otranto) in the later period of the

empire ousted Brundusium itself 
as a seaport, but fell into decay 
in the fifteenth century, and is 
now remarkable chiefly for its 
ruined castle of romantic associa- 
tions and its splendid cathedral. 
Lecce itself, which became famous 
in Norman times as Lycia, is the 
site of a cathedral and many 
famous churches, notably that 
of St. Nicholas, of which we 
reproduce two illustrations. The 
best-remembered literary associa- 
tion, perhaps, is connected with 
the ancient Rudiz, the birth- 
place of Ennius, but the records 
of the province form a long 
pageant of names famous in the 
churches from St. Paul to St. 
Francis of Assisi. In addition 
to a very full and competent 
historical survey, Mr. Briggs 
has interesting chapters on the 
present state of the district and 
on the manners, customs, and 
folk-lore of the peasants. The 
book will have two good maps, 
a score of photographs, and 
two dozen original sketches by 
the author.

THE IDEAL GARDEN. 


By H. H. Tuomas. With Illustrations.

Mr. H. H. Thomas has written of ‘‘ The 
Ideal Garden” a book that may be briefly 
and justly described as the ideal book 
about it. His opening inspires you with 
confidence : ‘‘ For a gardener to dogmatise 
is to confess himself inexperienced.”” Your 
dogmatist of any sort is generally more 
self-satisfied than wise; and that Mr. 
Thomas is wise on his own subject is 
evident in every chapter of his volume. 
Every detail in which the amateur needs 
instruction, from making paths, planting 
trees, sowing seeds, bedding out, pruning 
roses, from planning and cultivating his 
whole garden, to the crocking of flower- 
pots and the beautifying of his brick walls 
—all these matters are lucidly and pleas- 
antly dealt with; there is much informa- 
tion given also. concerning the plants and 
flowers that are indispensable to a perfect 
garden, and some useful divergences into 
attractive by-ways of garden planting. A 
full six months’ work in the garden is 
described and discussed, and explanations 
are given of those many practical inci- 
dentals that the amateur finds it difficult 
to master. Mr. Thomas is an expert, but, 
unlike most experts, he writes attractively 
and knows how to impart his knowledge 
so that it shall be not only serviceable but 
interesting. The volume is_ excellently 
illustrated with sixteen artistically repro- 
duced and mounted colour plates and ninety- 
six illustrations from photographs, the 
frontispiece being a beautiful reproduction 
of a water-colour drawing representing ‘‘ An 
Ideal Cottage Garden,’’ by Charles E. Flower. 
Other of the illustrations in colour show the 
rose garden at Hatfield, roses in Mr. Rufus 
Isaacs’ garden, flowers at Beauvoir Castle, 
and in other notable English gardens.

Although no name appears upon the title-page, it would 
seem that this brief but touching record has been written 
and compiled by the Countess of Aberdeen, sister of the late 
Lord Tweedmouth. Of statesmen of recent years, Lord 
Tweedmouth is among the most worthy of a regular bio- 
graphy, but, as the foreword points out, “the materials 
for such a biography do not exist, as Lord Tweedmouth 
made it a rule never to keep any notes or journal of any 
kind, and he made it a point of honour to destroy all con- 
fidential communications between himself and Mr. Glad- 
stone and the many other politicians and public men with 
whom he corresponded. . . . He held that he would have 
been untrue to the confidence reposed in him, and especially 
to his great Chief, who had his whole-hearted devotion, if 
he preserved papers written for his eye alone, thus incurring 
the risk of facts being made known in the future which had 
been carefully guarded against disclosure at the time.” 
For such a mental attitude one can have nothing but 
admiration, and the country’s gain in one sense probably 
outbalances its loss in another. The portions of this book 
which we have found most interesting are the biographical 
notes and the recollections of Lord Tweedmouth by Sir 
Francis Mowatt, Mrs. Drew, Viscount Gladstone, Mr. 
Arnold Morley, Mr. R. B. Haldane, and others. Other 
aspects of an upright and dignified life are touched upon, 
and the book is well illustrated by eight photographs and 
photogravures.

Her life 
in Japan is described vividly, and the story 
of the people she meets and the events that 
happen there and of the results they bring 
about is told entertainingly, brightly, but 
with great forcefulness. She returns home, 
at last, less self-sufficient ; not so ready to 
teach, more ready to learn ; not so sure that 
her own views must be right, or that the 
views of others must be wrong. ‘“ Forgive 
the fanaticism of the past,’’ she says to 
Lionel, in the hour of their reunion.’’ There 
are countless theological bypaths devised by 
brains of well-intentioned men, but I have 
learned that only the one which ignores 
them all is the surest.

It 
is a thoughtful and well-written novel, and

ST. GEORGE OF CAPPADOCIA 
IN LEGEND AND HISTORY. 


By CorneEcia S.Hutst. Illustrated. (Nutt.) 


There have been several books of recent 
years in honour and defence of St. George— 
the saint whom Gibbon slandered as a 
swindling army-contractor. Miss Hulst in 
this volume contributes a very interesting 
essay on the history and the growth of the 
legend, which derives probably from Persian 
mythology. While not attempting exhaus- 
tive treatment she gives an admirable ac- 
count of the growth of the story and of its 
wonderfully international character. She 
traces it in art and pageantry and popular 
customs, and has a specially interesting 
chapter on the Order of the Garter. Miss Hulst 
has been at considerable pains to track the 
observance of St. George’s Day in many European countries, 
and the up-to-dateness of her researches may be gathered 
from the fact that she duly chronicles the recent appearance 
of the Saint in a fancy-dress bicycle pageant at Chester. 
The book is beautifully appointed. There is a frontispiece 
reproduction in colour from the Bayeux Tapestry and 
thirty-five half-tone pictures chosen from the most famous 
delineations of St. George in art. The size of the page has

It is not a history, it is not a description, it is not a guide- 
book. Not in the least is it any of these. It is a book of 
many sides, many subjects; it is a book part criticism, 
part reminiscence, a book of meditation, thought, allusion, 
reference, observation, and love. Countless are the themes 
touched upon, but always the main theme is Oxford, her- 
self, her influence, her age, her modernity, her beauty, 
her variety—even her ugliness. The thoughts are thought, 
the pages are written by a man who has known the best 
of his University, and has understood her, even while he 
is able to listen to the voice which tells him of all her failures 
and drawbacks. Added to the worth of the writing are 
the beautiful illustrations by Yoshio Markino, who him- 
self writes a “‘ Note on the Illustrations ” which will prove 
a delight to every reader by its lively artlessness.

Besides the information which this book gives as to ways 
and means of floral decoration, it gives—what has been, we 
admit, of even greater interest to us—a lot of valuable 
information about the flowers themselves. From the 
author, who is himself an acknowledged authority on all 
matters floral, we learn, for instance, of the great strides 
towards perfection which carnations have made within the 
last few years ; and whereas the stem of a carnation ten or 
fifteen years ago was, at its very longest, but twelve inches 
in length, it can now be obtained at three times that length. 
One can easily understand the great gain to the floral 
decorator by this advance. We have been especially in- 
terested, too, by the author’s opinions on violet-growing. 
Why do we not grow more violets in our own island ? he 
asks. We have good climate for it and good soil in the 
south-western parts and in Ireland ; and the English-grown 
violets, besides being more fragrant, command treble the 
price of the French violets. This book is marked by sound 
practical sense and advice upon a subject of great and 
ever-increasing beauty ; and a valuable list of the best 
varieties of all flowers for cutting and decoration has been 
included.

THE MAKING OF A KING. 


By Ipa A. Taytor. With Illustrations. 16s. net.

The title of this volume suggests the moral that its 
reading will bring home to most of its readers. And the 
moral is no new or subtle one, but only the familiar thought 
of so many of our earlier essayists—the instability of 
human glory and the price of greatness. For this goodly- 
sized volume covers but thirteen years of the life of Louis

XIII., beginning with the rejoicings of his father, Henri IV., 
at the birth of the Dauphin in 1601, and ending with 
the celebration of the boy-king’s majority at the tender 
age of thirteen. Brave words were put into the mouth 
of the child-monarch. ‘ Messieurs,’’ he said, ‘“ having 
attained my majority, I have come hither to let you know 
that, being of age, I intend to govern my kingdom by 
means of good counsel, with piety and justice.’”’ The 
pathos of it all is struck in the closing words of the story. 
‘“The momentous transaction concluded, he returned to 
the palace, very gay, but no doubt tired out by the function, 
which had lasted no less than four hours. Put to bed, 
he had his toys brought to him there, amusing himself 
by painting upon little wooden boxes, until, the long 
day over, he fell asleep to the sound of music.’”’ Within 
these two extremes the author has unfolded a very in- 
teresting narrative. The making of the king took place 
in an atmosphere full of intrigue and passion and treachery. 
It is a pathetic story discreetly told, and one full of human 
interest. There is no more noticeable feature of the pub- 
lications of these days than the popularity of the historical 
memoir. In many instances it is equally well known that 
success has been achieved by an undesirable use of the 
sauce of scandal. Miss Taylor, however, has eschewed 
such means without weakening her interesting narrative.

It is a fact that though few persons have anything but 
dislike to give to “selections,” there is scarcely a lover 
of literature who does not become pleasantly absorbed in 
an anthology. ‘ Full Fathom Five” is a “‘ sea-anthology 
in prose and verse,” and we have, of course, been engrossed 
by it from the moment of first turning its pages. There are 
old friends here, there are acquaintances of whom we are 
only too glad to know more, and there are strangers we are 
grateful to have been brought in contact with.

Without stopping to debate as to whether the pen is 
mightier than the sword, we may affirm that indubitably 
Colonel Haggard produces good effects with both weapons. 
His latest book is concerned mainly with the lives of 
Frangois I. of France and Charles V. of Germany, and 
specially with their relentless rivalry for the possession of 
the Germanic Empire. The story grows in intensity as the 
chapters unfold the bitter jealousies and ambitions of these

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two men of such opposite natures, the one so light and 
pleasure-loving and unscrupulous, the other so coldly 
calculating and equally wicked. Such a story at such a 
period—the earlier part of the sixteenth century—could 
not be faithfully told without introducing to the reader a 
crowded circle of notable or infamous men and beautiful if 
unprincipled women. The stage is crowded with names 
which have come down to us with undying interest, 
characters which vary from the Chevalier Bayard, the flower 
of chivalry, to Cesar Borgia, for whom there is no need to 
search for a descriptive adjective. This volume is not 
designed to provide meat for babes ; it is a lively account 
of a period which has never, perhaps, been outdone in the 
matters of intrigues and ambitions, schemes and rivalries.

Time enough has elapsed since the death of Ruskin 
to allow a biographer to sift the truth from the mass of 
writing connected with the life and work of this un- 
deniably great man.

This is a second edition revised and enlarged of Mr. Wallis 
Budge’s admirable translation of the chapters, hymns, 
and religious texts taken from papyri and other documents 
which were found chiefly at Thebes and, as a whole, are 
commonly known as the Theban Recension of the Book of 
the Dead ; in other words, as Mr. Budge says in his preface, 
they are “the Recension of the great national funeral 
work which was copied by the scribes for themselves and 
for Egyptian kings and queens, princes and nobles, gentle 
and simple, rich and poor, from about B.c. 1600 to B.C. 900.”’ 
The first volume is taken up mainly by a scholarly and 
profoundly interesting Introduction giving a history of the 
Book of the Dead, of the doctrines of the God Osiris, 
and of the Egyptian conception of the Resurrection, of 
Immortality, the Elysian Fields, etc., an account of the 
object and contents of the Book of the Dead, transla- 
tions of several hymns to Ra and Osiris, and some tourteen 
chapters from various papyri. The second and third 
volumes contain translations of other hymns, chapters, and 
extracts, such as were inscribed upon the walls of tombs 
and sarcophagi, coffins and funeral stelae, papyri and 
amulets, to secure the protection and well-being of their 
dead in the other world. It is an altogether adequate and 
valuable rendering of one of the strangest, most ancient, 
and most beautiful books in the religious literature of the 
world. The twenty-two plates, including three coloured 
fac-similes from papyri, and the four hundred and twenty 
vignettes that illustrate the volumes add appreciably to 
their interest and value.

This new volume in the suggestive and inspiring series,

very necessary explanation, since the term has been gener- 
ally subjected to the treatment of “many men, many 
opinions.”” ‘“‘Esque”’ is an unenviable “ final,’ and the 
use of it is taken too much for granted as meaning debased 
imitation.

Mr. G. E. Cory’s work is to be complete in four volumes, 
of which that before us is the first.

the history of South Africa from its original settlement by 
the Dutch in 1652 up to and including the battle of Grahams. 
town in 1819. Mr. Cory is well qualified for his work. He 
arrived in Grahamstown—where he is a professor in the 
Rhodes University College—in 1891, and shortly afterwards 
he started the collection of the material for his history, 
He has been fortunate in having had many personal talks 
with the old settlers of 1820, several of whom were alivejon 
Mr. Cory’s arrival in South Africa, but all of whom are 
believed now to be dead. Doubtless much of this material 
will be in evidence in later volumes of the history, but the 
first volume deals with events too far back for it to have 
been possible to collect the evidence of any of the con- 
temporaries of the events described. The history of South 
Africa is an especially stormy one, and it is here set forth 
in detail and with an obvious intention to make the book 
as accurate and as impartial as possible. We believe that 
in time Mr. Cory will come to be recognised as the standard 
authority upon his subject, but we have space here only to 
recommend the book as strongly as we can to serious readers, 
or, indeed, to anybody who is interested in South Africa. 
It is illustrated with photographs and some interesting old 
prints, and also possesses accurate plans and a satisfactory 
map.

THE LIFE OF W. J. FOX. 


By RicHARD GARNETT, concluded by EDWARD 
GARNETT. 16s. net. (Lane.) 


The last work of tke late Dr. Rickard Garnett is 
invested with peculiar interest. In these days social 
reform is much in the air, and the life of one of the 
greatest Early Victorian reformers offers many points 
of contrast with the affairs of to-day. Born in 1786 
of comp aratively humble parentage, Fox’s life covers 
one of the most disturked periods of English social 
history. In an illuminating Introduction Dr. Gar- 
nett draws attention to the rise of the middle classes, 
their early allegiance to the cause of the lower 
orders, and their subsequent division therefrom, 
until at the present time these two classes are pro- 
bably more widely divergent than ever. This move- 
ment began first in 1833, but in the years after that 
date ‘‘there were many men who served as links 
between the working-class Radical reformers and the 
middle-class Whig and Liberal reformers during the 
first half of the nineteenth century, from Bentham 
to Cobden, as every student of the period knows ;

find any man’s outlook so representative of the 
whole Reform Movement, 1820-1860, as that of W. J. 
Fox, Unitarian minister, popular lecturer, Radical 
journalist, Anti-Corn Law League orator, M.P. for 
Oldham, and educationalist.’”” Dr. Garnett took

Let no man who thinks of going to the Land 
of Hope omit to read this book ; certainly let 
no man who seriously thinks of settling there 
omit to read it; then perhaps his hopes may 
be justified. At the very beginning of the 
book Mr. Elkington speaks of the enormous 
spaces in Canada, spaces yearning for man. 
Space, ‘‘interminable space,” and ‘‘one man 
to the mile.’ Then, having impressed his 
readers with the room which is ready and 
waiting for men, he goes on to tell what the 
country is like generally, the men, the varieties 
of land, the towns, the farms, the service, the 
wages. Chapters he gives, too, on the several 
chief industries of the country—the lumber 
industry, the fruit industry, coal and other 
mining. He tells of the opportunities for new- 
comers, and what they should avoid. The 
whole volume is written in a conversational, 
firsthand manner which carries weight, and 
is extremely pleasant to the reader ; reminis- 
cences are given, anecdotes and stirring inci- 
dents are included, and the illustrations add 
the final touch of completeness to a sound and 
valuable book.

a well-thought-out and effectively written book 
within the reach of English readers. There is 
tragedy in the very lightness of the nature of 
this deposed Empress of the French.

Col. Rivett-Carnac’s book of ‘‘ memories ”’ is 
as racy a piece of autobiography as has been 
published of recent years. After thirty-five 
years in the Indian Civil Service Colonel Rivett- 
Carnac retired in 1894. As one who knows him 
has said, during that period he made hosts of 
friends there and came to know everybody in 
India who was worth knowing, and this delight- 
fully interesting volume is made up of many 
records of these friendships, and of stories of the 
things he heard and saw and experienced as 
assistant secretary to Sir Richard Temple in the 
Central Provinces, Commissioner of Cotton and 
Commerce, Special Commissioner in the Bengal 
Famine, Opium Agent of Benares, Colonel of the 
Ghazipore Volunteer Light Horse and Rifles, 
and in the course of the other offices he filled 
from time to time throughout his_ brilliant 
Indian career. Col. Rivett-Carnac’s anecdotes 
are capital, and his book is crowded with them. 
We particularly like the following: ‘In Cal- 
cutta, during H.R.H.’s visit, came a State 
function at which, for the first time in my 
bearer’s experience, the breeches garb had to 
be donned by me.

THE LIFE OF LORD KELVIN. 


By Sirvanus P. THompson. 2 Vols. 30s. net. 
(Macmillan.) 


Professor Thompson’s monumental work upon 
Lord Kelvin is without doubt destined to hold 
a high and enduring place among scientific bio- 
graphies. As literature it is an achievement, as 
biography it mirrors all the fascination which all 
must feel for one of the most remarkable’ men 
who has ever lived. Our space is necessarily so 
limited and a mere recommendation of the subject 
of the book would be so impertinent that we prefer 
only to quote here a small portion of Professor 
Thompson’s all too brief eulogy of Lord Kelvin: 
“The nineteenth century has, intellectually, been 
the golden age, not of art or of poetry, not of 
drama or of adventure, but of science. It has 
been an epoch distinguished by a galaxy of men 
who made it great, and who, whether the world 
recognises it or not, were great men. Though Lord 
Kelvin was not the last of these, he was assuredly 
the greatest ; and his name will be revered and his 
memory cherished long after those who sat at his 
feet and listened to his voice shall have passed 
away. His words, his thoughts remain. And not 
his thoughts only; for though he was essentially 
a man of thought, he was also a man of effort to 
whom came the high privilege of achievement.”

The Rev. Horace K. Mann is to be congratu- 
lated upon having brought his great work upon 
the Popes of the Early Middle Ages to the fourth 
volume. The period covered is the tenth century, 
a time of great social and moral degradation, 
and the author worthily defends the Papal cause 
during these black days. Father Mann makes 
no attempt to disprove all the charges brought 
against the Church, but he is more than justified 
in pointing out that the atmosphere of the times 
was lax to a degree, and that on the whole the 
Church was a very strong influence for good. 
The charges of immorality brought against certain 
Popes can most of them easily be disproved, and 
the author deplores the general spirit of “‘ un- 
due generalisation’? which is rampant to-day, 
and which has resulted in the continuance of 
many an ancient and unfounded libel. The 
lives of many of the Popes included in the 
present volume are short and of little importance, 
but the various political intrigues and movements 
are well and clearly brought out by the author. 
Father Mann treats a difficult subject with 
great lucidity and breadth of view, while his 
work at every hand betrays evidences of re- 
markably wide and deep reading. We strongly 
recommend the book to those who are interested 
in a period about which very little is generally 
known ; they cannot gain their knowledge from 
a more thoughtful and accurate and at the same 
time sympathetic source.
